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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 
Wednesday 20 June at the Holly Tree Club 


Present: Councillors Collins, Cox, Higham, Oldfield, 
Reeve, Robinson, Rogers (Chair), Squires, Swadling, 
Timms, Watts and Wood. Also Councillor Williams 
(CDC) 
County Councillor’s Report: 
Cllr Fatemian mentioned the recent re-surfacing of 
the A4260 south of Deddington and is following up 
complaints about the uneven surface and the delay 
in re-painting the white lines. 
District Councillor’s Report: 
CDC’s Environment and Community Enforcement 
Officer has visited all the businesses in the Market 
Place to remind them that they should not dispose of 
their commercial waste in the Town Hall bins. The bins 
are now locked and any extraneous rubbish will be 
considered as fly-tipping which is liable to prosecution. 
CDC and the PC will continue to monitor the situation. 
Following the demise of Northants County Council, 
the joint working of CDC with South Northants Council 
has ceased. A joint working arrangement with Oxford- 
shire County Council has been proposed. This will be 
discussed in July. 
Planning: 
Town Hall, Market Place, Deddington: Alterations to 
ground floor of existing listed building including full en- 
closure of brick arches with glazed units, new access 
door and re-opening of blocked door to existing stair 
lobby. More than 40 objections have been received 
from residents. The building belongs to Deddington 
Charity Estates who wish to lease the space as a com- 
mercial outlet. The PC objects as no change of use 
of a listed building has been applied for. Although not 
a designated public space, the undercroft has been 
used as bus shelter and community events centre for 
more than twenty years and it is felt that public access 
is now established. The PC has requested that the 
application be called in by CDC for determination at 
full committee. 
No objections 
The Old Butchery, St Thomas St: cupboard space to 
be converted to a toilet and sink. 
Bettony Haven, The Lane, Hempton: two storey 
extension to form two ground floor bedrooms, a first 
floor master bedroom and a cellar. Convert existing 
bedroom to a kitchen/diner. Replace all windows with 
UPCV double glazed units. Convert and extend exist- 
ing outbuilding to form an annexe, store and canopy. 
Recommend a condition is imposed to prevent annexe 
being sold as a separate dwelling. 
Highways Maintenance Depot: new two storey office 
building on site of present construction, 43 parking 
spaces, access road, conveyance swale and infiltration 
pond. Erection of nine lighting columns. An email was 
sent to residents with a copy of this application on 15 
June. No comments have been received. Recommend 
that colours and materials used are sympathetic with 
the surrounding environment. 


Environment and Recreation: 

£215 plus VAT was voted to trim vegetation obstruct- 
ing the Hempton Road footpath. This is really the 
responsibility of OCC and Cllr Fatemian is to be asked 
to investigate if PC could be reimbursed. 

Up to £200 was voted to paint the red phone box 
by the Town Hall in Deddington. 

A second steward has been appointed. 

There is to be a fundraising event in aid of stroke 
victims at the Windmill Centre on Saturday 15 Sep- 
tember. 

Please could organisations who advertise events 
around the parish remove their posters after the event. 
Finance and General Purposes: 

Spare allotments are available at Satin Lane and 
Hempton. 

Highways and Transport: 

Two bus stops and a shelter on the Banbury road have 
been funded by money from David Wilson Homes. A 
wooden design has been chosen to be more rural in 
appearance than stainless steel. 

The PC expressed their thanks to Denis Freeman 
for his long-standing and generous service to the 
parish.

This month’s recipe is in expectation of a barbecue 
summer. Sigh. 
Strawberry Water Ice 
serves 4-6 
125g caster sugar 
120ml water 
250g ripe strawberries 
juice of half a lemon 
Put the sugar in a saucepan with the water and bring 
to the boil. Remove it from the heat as soon as all the 
sugar has dissolved. Set aside to cool.

Rinse and hull the strawberries, then whizz them 
in a blender or food processor until smooth. Add the 
lemon juice and stir the strawberry purée into the cold 
sugar syrup. Now either pour the mixture into an ice- 
cream machine and churn until frozen or pour into a 
freezer box and place in the freezer. Leave for a good 
couple of hours, then remove and beat the freezing 
edges into the middle with a whisk. Refreeze for a 
further two hours, then beat once more, again bring- 
ing the ice crystals from the outside into the middle. 
Return to the freezer until firm.

iE is a little daunting to think that by the 


tional Insect Survey at Rothamsted over 
the years and we have identified more 
than 350 different moth species on the 
farm, so not too bad for a modern farming 
enterprise using agricultural chemicals. 
After an inquiry from an old friend who 
just happened to be a reporter from the 
local press looking for comment on the 
Deddington ‘beetle drive’, | took a look (not 
in my pyjamas) around the infected area 
and discovered three different beetles, all 


farm. His son, the assistant shepherd, 

Ben, has left school and is heading off to 
agricultural college in the autumn but it’s nice to think 
that his choice of college was because it is the one | 
attended some 50 years ago. Things have come full 
circle, with me becoming the farmer’s boy to fit in when 
needed as the gofer to drive the Green Goddess and 
kick a few beehives, a situation that is fine with me as 
| can now go fishing as in my boyhood days. 

| have fished all my life, in many of the rivers, 
streams and canals in the area. My first proper rod 
cost 7s 6d (35.05p) from Mr Bartlett’s fishing shop in 
Banbury, a king’s ransom to a small school boy and | 
still have it. In my teens | graduated to a split cane fly 
rod, again from Mr Bartlett, and caught my first wild 
brown trout just below the bridge at Barford Mill ona 
home-tied fly. Since then | have fished many of the 
iconic trout streams in the country, including the Test 
and the Dever, taking both trout, sea trout and grayling. 
For the last few years | have confined myself to more 
local waters. Sadly this season the rod has stayed in 
the cupboard as my ram-bashed knee has made it 
impossible to walk far to stalk a rising trout and | will 
have to make do with sitting on the river bank and 
watching the insects go past waiting for the float to dip. 

Insects have always been a great passion of mine 
and have got me into trouble on many occasions. My 
bedroom at home was always full of any number of 
specimen boxes and caterpillar cages with Mother’s 
cleaning lady refusing to go into ‘that boy’s room’, a 
situation that suited me just fine. After many escape 
attempts, after having been put to bed by Nanny Freda, 
and then being pursued by the cry ‘that boy has gone 
again’ in pursuit of the next rare species of moth in my 
pyjamas, Mother gave in and allowed me to set up a 
moth trap in her beloved orchard. This consisted of 
a double bedsheet and a back light (Tilley lantern). | 
would sit there waiting to see just what was attracted. 
| always fell asleep and woke up the next morning in 
my bed, having been carried in by Nanny. | was five 
at the time. 

After | left school, another period in my life that got 
me into more hot water because of my countryside 
pursuits, | went to the Banbury Tech College to study 
agriculture and did entomology as an extra subject. | 
then went to agricultural college and did the same. | 
have worked with both Oxford University and the na- 


of the Coleopteran genus, none of which is 
an agricultural pest but are in fact beneficial insects, as 
the imago of the beetle feeds on aphids. Just how or 
why the local environmental health officers got involved 
| don’t know but, as usual when they haven't got a clue, 
the stock answer is to blame the local farmers and their 
modern day sprays. In truth the crops that surround 
the village are being sprayed at this time of the year 
with fungicide and the only insecticide that would have 
any effect on the beetles was banned from agricultural 
use some four years ago but is still available for use 
in the domestic garden. Ho hum. 

The larvae of these beetles live underground for 
anything up to two years before emerging as the beetle 
when the weather conditions are right and we have 
just experienced the warmest May on record. The real 
villain of the piece is the mealworm beetle, a pest of 
human food in the days of Nelson’s ships and local 
bakers, but not a pest of modern day food storage 
arrangements, so how did it arrive in such numbers 
along the Hempton Road? The mealworm larvae is 
bred in large numbers as the desiccated worms are 
a main ingredient of wild bird food mixes. Put out on 
our garden bird-tables, they can also be obtained 
live to feed the birds and as a fisherman’s bait, so 
has someone emptied his bait box in the garden, or 
put them on the bird-table? Who knows? The sad 
fact is that, depending on the weather, they could be 
around until late October and will swarm again when 
the conditions are right, in much in the same way as 
locusts do in Africa, but in Africa and other parts of 
the world they have the sense and the chemicals to 
control such invasions.

mainland since 3 April. This heartfelt comment in the 
Honey Bee sailing blog: ‘By 11 the next morning we 
had cleaned the boat inside and out, completed our 
laundry and had showers. It was a lovely day and 
warm! Boy had we earned this!’ 


n 14 May, after a brief R&R and with all its 
() crew intact, Honey Bee set off down the Firth of 

Clyde in light winds, past the Isle of Arran and 
Ailsa Craig (home only to thousands of gannets), and 
on to the marina at Stranraer. After a month navigat- 
ing round Scot- 
land they left for jm 
Bangor, North- 
ern Ireland, with 
sunshine and 
big sails giving 
them the best 
sail of the trip, 
past the beauti- 
ful mountains of 
Mourne towards 
Dun Laoghaire 
in the Republic 
of Ireland, then 
a day off watch- 
ing the Munster— 
Leinster rugby 
match (Royal 
wedding in the 
background 
...) and a bit of 
housekeeping, cleaning the boat and filling up with 
water and diesel. 

The next leg was Dun Laoghaire to Arklow where 
the word was ‘ignore the tides on this coast at your 
peril!’. ‘Aright old dusting’ in big waves followed when 
wind battled tide, but they made it through to calmer 
waters in Kilmore Quay, near Rosslare in Co. Wexford. 

The home run proved less challenging and dra- 
matic. First, on 23 May a 24-hour plus trip across to St 
Mary’s in the Scilly Isles in full mainsail: ‘a good wind 
and flat sea, fantastic sailing and warm!’ — conditions 
which allowed the two crew members off watch the 
rare treat of a good two hours’ sleep. 

After negotiating tricky tides around Lizard Point, 
they sailed to the Lands End traffic separation zone 
where they spent the next few hours dodging tankers, 
container ships and other coasters in this busy com- 
mercial shipping ‘dual carriageway’. They reached 
Falmouth on 27 May, the first time on the English

A leg from 
Fowey to Dartmouth was followed by a good coastal 
path walk from Kingswear to Brixham including ‘Car- 
diac Hill’ and watching a cricket match, followed by 
Dartmouth to Weymouth, then an early night before 
the last day’s sail. 

On 6 June they successfully navigated the gunnery 
range at Lulworth and the tide at the entrance of the 
Solent, and crossed their outbound track to complete 
their circumnavigation of the British Isles. Mission 
accomplished: 35 ports visited over nearly 80 days, 
over 2,000 miles sailed and over £10,000 raised for 
the Teenage Cancer Trust. 

Among the peaks of Pete Best’s summary of the 
experience were: crossing the infamous Pentland Firth 
to the Orkneys and, most of all, the generosity and 
friendliness of the people they met on the trip. 

The pits were the long and very uncomfortable sail 
from Blyth to Arbroath (see May DN), and missing fam- 
ily and friends. Much to be proud of lads ...

Windmill Development: 
More Progress 
All-Weather Court: The new 
robust fencing on the all- 
weather court looks great. 
There’s a small bit of finish- 
ing off to do which Steelway 
are seeing to, and their 
£22,780.59 bill has been 
signed off (from Parish Council revenue funds.) With 
the addition of the new tennis markings this is a much 
better facility for our sports teams to enjoy. No excuses 
now for wobbly performance ...!- The new lighting 
should be going in at the beginning of July and we’d 
like to thank our local lighting expert, Neil Skinner of 
SKR Lighting Design, who drew up the spec for the 
lights. 

New MUGA: We’ve been through the somewhat 
cumbersome tender process for the new MUGA. The 
15 original applications to bid for the contract were 
reduced to three after contractors saw the project 
manager’s brief and contract. Some said they were 
too busy, some found the conditions too strict, some 
wanted a full ground survey before they would price. 
Of the three, one was rejected as they would give no 
guarantees or warranties, turning all liabilities back 
on to us as client. The remaining two were assessed 
against the project manager’s 45-point scoring sheet. 
Both scored pretty well, but the deal breaker was how 
the two companies approached the question of ground 
stabilisation on the old BMX track. Neither would give 
the 25-year warranty that the PM had asked for, but 
Company B was satisfied their industry reputation 
would speak for itself. Both offered acceptable solu- 
tions — pinned gabions or a heavy stonework ‘mattress’ 
base — with the gabions judged the more robust. In 
addition, Company B’s fencing was stronger. 

The PC accepted our recommendation at their 20 
June meeting that Company B (Steelway Fensecure) 
be appointed to install the new MUGA at a cost of 
£74,544, using CDC $106 funds already earmarked. 
The company says they can start work in mid-August. 

Master Plan: We’re disappointed that our PM, 
Jeremy Sacha, hasn’t yet started his comprehensive 
master plan for the whole sport and leisure area — it’s 
now promised for early July. The Development Group 
will look at it first and, when we are happy it’s what we 
want, we'll bring it to the PC and then put it on display 
for the village to see and comment on. 

So, in just over a year the Group and the PC 
have made substantial improvements to the outdoor 
facilities at the Windmill. If we can achieve the new 
children’s play area by the end of the year, that will be 
a real bonus. We’re grateful to the PC for supporting 
our plans so far.

We have had a lot of enquiries regarding the opening 
of anew pharmacy in Hudson Street. Here are the key 
points from questions already raised by patients who 
have contacted us about this: 

We are fully aware of the pharmacy opening and 
were opposed to it. Despite taking legal advice and 
hiring legal counsel we were unable to prevent this. 

Due to NHS regulations, we cannot dispense to 
you if you live within one mile of a pharmacy. There 
will be a grace period of at least three months from 
the opening of the pharmacy when you will still be 
able to have your medicine dispensed by us. After that 
time, any patient who lives in Deddington will not be 
able to collect their medication from our dispensary 
or Pharmaself. 

You do not need to do anything until we contact 
you. We will advise you of the date after which we
